and Takes His Own Life 

Boston, April 19.—-While tempora- 
rily deranged, Edward Bishop, 65 
years old, shot and killed his em- 
ployer, George Sommer, 43 years old, 
at the latter’s home in ie yes He 
then turned the revolver himself 
and committed suicide. 

It is thought that Bishop, a lodger 
in the house, became insane and de- 
cided to end his life. He entered the 
bath room, only to meet Sommers 
there. His mind, it is believed, then 
turned to murder, and without a mo- 
ment’s warning Bishop placed the gun 
at the head of his friend and fired. 
Bommer died instantly. 

The murdered man leaves a wife 
-and five children, none of whom are 
over 10 years of age. The murderer 
was regarded as eccentric and had 
worked for Sommer off and on and 
lived with the family. He was an 
.assistant in Sommer’s furnace and 
stove store.

Rutland, Vt., April 21.—One man 
was burned to death in a fire which 
destroyed the county poor farm at 
West Rutland. The victim of the 
fire was Michael Moylan, who was 
over 70 years old and very deaf. He 
could not be awakened in time to es- 
cape from the burning building. 

There ware fourteen men and wom- 
en in the main building, of which 
eleven were inmates of the place and 
th® rest employes. ' All fled in their 
night clothes. Many of the men and 
women are very old and infirm. 

All of the barns and buildings of 
the farm were destroyed. The loss 
will be about $50,000. It is not known 
how the fire started. 


PUT AT $12.200.000 


Business Community Appears 
to Have Suffered the Greatest 


Philadelphia, April 19.—Four thou- 
sand carmen, who have been on strike 
for two months, will return to work 
tomorrow under the terms of an or- 
der issued by officials of the union. 

Revised estimates made of the ag- 
gregate cost of the strike place it at 
$12,200,000. The burden fell on 
the business community, which is 
estimated to have suffered in the loss 
of trade and in other ways to the ex- 
tent of $8,000,000. 

The cost to the strikers, including 
those who went out on sympathetic 
strike, was $3,000,000, while the di- 
rect loss to the rapid transit company 
is figured at not less than $1,200,000.

W. H. Lillard, one of the instruct- 
ors at Phillips Academy, who is at 
present in England, has recently writ- 
ten an. article on football, in which 
he gives the result of his observations 
of that game as played in England, 
and especially at Rugby and Eaton. 
Mr. Lillard, who. was Dartmouth’s 
football coach last season, is in a po- 
sition to make a thorough comparison 


of the American and English games, 
and in doing so brings out several in- 
teresting points. 

Among other points Lillard 
brings out the foiiowing: 

“Perhaps the most striking differ- 
ence that an. American observes is in 
the spirit of the player. Instead of 
running out upon the field, mentally. 
keyed up to fight the battle of his life, 
and wearing an eat-you-up expres- 
sion, the English player saunters out 
with his hands in his pockets, smil- 
ing in anticipation of good fun. This 
might be fhterpreted as merely a dif- 
ferent pose, not an indication of his 
genuine attitude toward the contest, 
but a moment's consideration of the 
schedule of games played by a univer- 
sity team will show that the players 
must enjoy the game. 

For example, the 1909 Oxford team 
after playing its most important 
game, that against Cambridge, went 
on a vacation tour in Scotland .and 
Ireland, in which three teams were 
met during the week following the 
big game. Further than that, the 
university teams continue to play 
games until March’ each year, al- 
though the objective point in the sea- 
son is passed in December, Imagine 
if you can, a Yale team going on a 
pleasure tour after its game with 
Harvard. 

Of course the explanation of 
English player’s attitude lies in 
game, not in the player; for an un- 
dergraduate is much the same _ the 
world-over.._Should one care to look 
up the English playing rules, he will 
find that there are only one-fourth as 
many as we have. Some of the 
American rules have been copied ver- 
‘batim from the older game, but dur- 
ing the evolution so many differences 
have arisen as to make the games 
strangely dissimilar. 

Perhaps the fundamental  differ- 
ences are that no interference is al- 
lowed in- front of the runner, and that 
neither side is given possession of the 
ball in a scrimmage (or scrum). One 
who appreciates the skill and team 
work displayed in the American game 
in warding off defensive tacklers is 
rather disappointed to find the Eng- 
lish runner with the ball depending 
apparently upon his individual. merits 
» make an advance. 

Closer observation, however, shows 
him that team work is not lacking 
entirely, for the runner draws as many 
opponents as possible to stop him, and 
then deftly passes the ball out to one 
of his team-mates, whose opportun- 
ity to advance the ball depends large- 
ly upon the cleverness of the first run- 
ner. It is needless to point out that 
this makes the game much more open 
than ours, since the players who are 
able to be near the ball run wide and 
wait for a pass instead of playing 
barrier in front or pusher behind. 
The pull-and-drag game, for so long 
a feature.of our own football, never 
became a part of the English game. 

The second important difference 
necessitates entirely different methods 
of advancing the ball. As neither side 
knows before its scrimmage whether 
it is to play offense or defense, the 
formations of the two teams. before 
the ball is put in play are identical. 
The two sets of line men (or for- 
wards) retain a standing position, 
with heads and shoulders lowered, 
and push hard against each other. 

When the ball is tossed on the 
ground among their feet, the forwards 
attempt to heel it backward to their 
backs, break through the center of 
the opposing forwards with it, or 
work it out at one side, where they 
can advance it by a series of short 
kicks. Meanwhile the backs are de- 
ployed across the field in readiness 
to advance the ball if given them from 
the scrimmage, or to tackle the oppos- 
ing backs in defense.

on Atfairs of the Nation 
TAFT REGRETS RETIREMENT 


Has Looked to Rhode Island Sena- 
tor to Put Party Measures Through 
In Shape Recommended by Admin- 
istration—Maine Man Declines to 
Face a Scrimmage—Uncle Joe Can- 
non to Remain In the Ring 


Washington, April 21.—Senator 
Aldrich called at the White House and 
personally acquainted President Taft 
with his determination to retire from 
politics March 3. It is said there was 
no attempt on Mr. Taft's part to dis- 
guise the genuine sorrow he feels over 
the retirement of the Rhode Island 
senator. The president has let it be 
known for some time past that he felt 
he had the genuine and sincere sup- 
port of Aldrich, regardless of what 
his critics may have said or thought. 
He has looked to Mr. Aldrich there- 
fore to put the party measures through 
the senate in the shape recommended 
by the administration. 

While still far from voluble on the 
subject, Senator Hale talked with 
more. freedom concerning his an- 
nounced determination to retire from 
the senate. He admitted that he sent 


‘a letter to Chairman Boyd of the 


Maine committee informing him that 
he could not consent to make a per- 
sonal contest for the senate. His 
principal reason was the unsettled 
condition of politics, and the fact 
that.for the first time he has encount- 
ered opposition. 

Seventy-four years of age and un- 
used to opposition in his political 
aspirations, he says, he simply hesi- 
tated to enter upon a_ scrimmage 
which, while it probably would result 
in his triumph, would be injurious to 
his health and at the same time great- 
ly disturb his peace of mind. 

Mr. Hale also takes the position 
that already he has enjoyed all that 
can come to him as the result of elec- 
tion to the senate. He ts especially 
proud of the fact that'in none of his 
five full term elections to the senate 
has he encountered opposition in his 
party. 

As is the case with Aldrich, Hale is 
a member of the monetary commission 
and will continue his services in that 
connection. 

To his callers who spoke of the 
prospective retirement of Aldrich and 
Hale, President Taft had little to say. 
Each time he was approached on the 
subject, he seemed deeply serious. 
He believes the senate is losing the 
two men best acquainted with the 
government of the United States. 

Mr. Taft does not think the an- 
nouncement of the coming retirements 
will affect in any way his legislative 
program, or, as already stated, he 
hopes to get the pending bills enacted 
into laws before Aldrich and Hale pass 
into private life. 

Speaker Cannon expects to live for 
twenty-five years longer, and is no 
political “quitter.” He made both of 
these important announcements at the 
White House at the close of a con- 
ference with President Taft over 
pending legislation. When his at- 
tention was called to the retirement of | 
Senators Aldrich and Hale and the 
approaching end of the alleged Can- 


non-Aldrich combination he sald: 
“That combine exists only in the 
minds of the muckrakers and _ the 


would-be uplifters of the country.” 


Depew May Soon Leave Senate 

Albany, April 21.—It is reported 
here that a close personal and politi- 
cal associate of United States Senator 
Depew has received word from him 
that he will follow the example of 
Senators Aldrich and Hale and de- 
cline to be a candidate for re-election. 


Cobb Going After Hale’s Seat 
Rockland, Me., April 21.—Former 
Governor Cobb last night at his home 
here announced his candidacy for the 
United States senatorship, now held 
by Eugene Hale, who will retire at 

the end of his term, next March. 


NEGRO UPRISING IN CUBA 


Necessary to Send Troops to Garrl- 
son Provincial Capitals 

Havana, April 21.—A negro upris- 
ing in Santa Clara province, where @ 
Jarge band of insurgents is causing 
trouble, has so alarmed the govern- 
ment that troops have been sent to 
garrison Santa Clara and other pro- 
vincial capitals.

Individuals Now—New England Next 
_ Another congressional election held 
in the state of New York is being 
used as a further argument in support 
of the claim that the Republican 
party has failed to make good with 
the people. Undoubtedly there is 
much truth in this contention, as we 
have said before, but if there were 
ever two casés in which a political 
party put its worst foot forward, 
rather than its best, so far as legiti- 
mate strength of its candidates was 
concerned, the contest in the 14th 
District of Massachusetts and in the 
New York District were of that sort. 
[t is. not necessary to discuss the 
“whys” or the particular weaknesses 
of the two candidates. Suffice it to 
say that they represented everything 
that failed to appeal to the popular 
will at the present time, and_ their 
respective defeats were not only ex- 
pected but confidently predicted by 
most people in touch -with political 
matters. 

The retirement of two of the lead- 
ing Senators of the United States 
during the past week is, however, an 
evidence of a change of front that is 
notable and interesting. . Senator 
Aldrich of Rhode Island and Senator 
Hale of Maine represent better than 
any other two men in the United 
States, the old school of Republican 
office-holders in high positions. They 
have been the conservative of con- 
servatives during all the recent agita- 
tion for progressive movements, They 
have failed to appreciate more of the 
popular demands than any other two 
men in public life. Thus far they 
have considered themselves superior 
to any contests, and supreme in con- 
of the different constituencies. 
It is probable that Senator Aldrich 
would be re-elected if he were a can- 
didate. All the evidence would indi- 
cate that Senator Hale was already 
defeated for re-election. It is no 
wonder that ‘the retirement of these 
two men cause many men in high 
places to query “What next?” 

The unfortunate part of the present 
upheaval is the temporary disaster 
that will come to many people be- 
cause of it. Men like Senator Ald- 
rich do not pass out of public life in 
a country like ours, without leaving 
an opening for changes that mean 
much to many interests. Accused as 
he has been, of being the representa- 
tive of large interests in all of his 
legislative action, undoubtedly some 
of this was justified, but whatever 
else may be said of him, he has repre- 
sented. a protection for New England 
interests and industries, that the 
workingmen of this section will miss 
in years to come. There is little doubt 
but that when the next tariff revision 


comes, New England will not get the 


long end. . There is altogether too 
much likelihood, for the peace of 
mind of New England industries, that 
they will get a very short end. Thus 
it certainly behooves the rank and 
file of voters in Massachusetts 
all New England, to deliberate pretty 
carefully before they rush too far in 
the present following of that banner 
labelled “Reform,” which will ulti- 
mately lead them into the free trade 
tents. It may also be well to suggest 
that whatever else mav be said of the 
parties who are getting very close 
together, both in numbers and in in- 


terests at the present time, those who | 


have long memories will not forget 
the incapacity of one for government 
whenever it has had the opportunity. 

To smite those in power has been 
to give them their just deserts in 
many instances of retaliation during 
the past year of Republican reverses, 
but it is time to take heed lest this 
chastisement shall gain such headway 
as to not only disrupt a party, but 
disorganize-a—government in its po- 
litical, social and business conditions. 


Make Hita Prove tt 


One of the leading notoriety seek- 


ers in Boston, who unfortunately 
uses the pulpit as his means. of 
publicity, made the serious charge 
last Sunday that a vast sum _ of 


money was being raised to bribe Sen- 
ators to vote against a certain meas- 
ure in which he is interested. If the 
District Attorney of Suffolk County 
is made of the stuff we rather think 
he is, he will summon this notoriety 
seeker before him and make him 
prove his charges. Personally, we 
haven’t the least question what will 
happen when this man is thus sum- 
moned. He will deal in the usual 
high-sounding generalities that he is 
so familiar with; he will have no evi- 
dence to present; that forty men are 
under more or less suspicion is of 
no account to him. — Incidentally 
through the influence that he expect- 
ed to exert through such unfounded 


charges, the bill in which he is inter- 
ested will probably become law.

The Street Kid 


One of the serious problems that 
will call for the vigorous attention of 
the local authorities some time soon, 
is that of the small boy and girl on 
the street almost every evening of 
the week. It is a problem that has 
always been with us, and one to 
which many men and women have 
given a great deal of thought, but it 
would seem as if it grew more seri- 
ous each year, Parental restraint 
must be entirely lacking, when fifty \ 
“kids,” few of.them more than ten 
years of age, are allowed to roam the 
centre streets of the town until nine 
o’clock at night without any oversight 
whatever. 


These “kids” are not alone noisy, 
demonstrative, disturbing factors in 
the evening life of the village centre, 
but they are becoming real nuisances 
to many of the people who have 
legitimate business on the streets af- 
ter dark. Men and women are solic- 
ited for pennies, are hooted and jeered 
if they refuse. Whether or not a 
curfew would remedy this trouble is 
difficult to answer. Of course the 
main trouble back of it all is that the 
fireside no longer holds the young 
to its call. Fathers and mothers are 
busy, children are allowed to do as 
they please, but the town, the ‘state, 
and the nation, will reap a serious 
fruitage unless something is done to 
stop the present seed-sowing. 


In this connection, wouidn’t it be 
quite proper to suggest that that con- 
stant preacher of good morals, that 
prolific giver of good advice, the 
publisher of the Ladies’ Home Jour- 
nal, and the Saturday Evening Post, 
is the cause of more of this offence 
than any other commercial factor to 
be considered. Not content to mar- 
ket his product as other publishers- 
do, he has enlisted in Andover, as he 
probably has in every other city and 
town, every youth that can be secured 
to buckle on the bag and appear 
on the street, begging the passers-by 
to “help me win a-prize and buy 
a Saturday Evening Post.” All the 
“kids” who roam the streets after 
dark are nuisances, but the biggest 
nuisances of the lot are the ‘Post 
kids,” coached to be practically street 
beggars. It would seem as if the 
authorities might find some way to 
get after this part of this growing 
sore.

THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN, 


Accounts of Contests of Years Gone by Brought to Light, 
Awakened Interest in Spelling Calis up Many 
Old Reminiscences 


More Old-time Spelling Matches 


A more careful search of old An- 
dover Advertisers reveals an earlier 
spell of spelling in Andover before 
the contests reported last week. The 
recalling of familiar names of the past 
among the judges as well as of the 
children who bore off the prizes will, 
I am sure, justify the reprinting of the 
original accounts of these contests. 
The first of the series apparently oc- 
curred Feb. 16, 1864 and is thus des- 
cribed. 


The spelling matcn, announced to take 
place in the Town Hall last Tuesday even- 
ing, brought out a goodly number, al- 
though the weather was unfavorable. 
There were 73 competitors, 35 in the ju- 
nior class and 38 in the senior. Messrs. 
John L. Taylor, Wm. G. Goldsmith, and 
Moses Foster, Jr., by request of the School 
Committee, acted as judges for awarding 
the prizes. The prize in the junior class 
was_won by Miss Hattie R. Abbott of the 
Abbott District, a Craig Microscope with 
a box of mounted objects. The judges 
particularly recommended also the spelling 
of Annie Williamson of Phillips District, 
and Ella A, Russell of West Centre Dis- 
trict, in this class. In the senior class 
the prize was awarded to Miss Allie Locke 
of the Centre School. The prize was a 
copy of Worcester’s Quartdé Dictionary. 
The judges names Chas, L, Luscome of the 
North District, Emma Wilson of Frye 
Village, Hannah M. Pingree, Village 
Centre, and Lydia A. Kimball of the Holt 
District as being good spellers. 

The spelling was generally good, and 
considering this as the first experiment 
we regard it as successful. The offer of 
premiums is renewed for another year, 
and we hope that the interest awakened by 
this trial will result in permanent benefit 
to the schools, The trial of the junior 
class will probably take place towards the 
close of the summer school, and of the 
senior class some time in the winter. 

The junior class plan was carried 
out on Oct. 25, 1864, as per the fol- 
lowing report. 

The spelling match on Tuesday evening 
was very well attended. There were 21 
competitors, 11 of whom were under 
twelve years of age. Messrs. W. G, Gold- 
smith, Moses Eoster,, Jr., Esq., and A, J. 
Gould acted as judges. The first prize, 
a stereoscope and views, was awarded to 
Miss Mary Lizzie Upton of Phillips Dis- 
trict; the znd prize, a Bible, to Miss 
Stella M, Clark of Abbott Village Dis- 
trict. Another spelling match will take 
place next winter. The scholars in all the 
district schools of the town, the Female 
Academy, and the English department of 
Phillips Academy: who shall not misspell 
during the term more than eight words, 
are invited to compete for the prizes next 
winter, and those who miss more than 
tight words, may spell, if in the judgment 
of their teachers their subsequent progress 
warrants it. 

The next winter’s contest came off 
on March 7, 1865, in the last month 
of the civil war. It will be noticed 
that nothing is said of the participa- 
tion of the Abbot young ladies or the 
Phillips boys. Is it to be inferred 
that they “misspelled more than eight 
words” in the intervening time? Can 
it be that they did not dare risk the 
contest with the town school child- 
ren? Here is the Advertiser’s report: 


The spelling match was regarded by 
good judges as an advance on the two 
previous occasions. There were 11 spellers 
in the junior class, consisting of those 
under ten years of age. The trial occu- 
pied about 40 minutes, There were sever- 
al so nearly equal that the judges had no 
little difficulty in deciding to whom the 
prize should be given. It was given to 
Miss. Gertie Wardwell of the Centre Dis- 
trict. 

There were 20 competitors for the senior 
prize, a set of Shakespeare's works in 
eight volumes. The winner of this prize 
was Miss Hattie R. Abbott of the Abbott 
District, who also won the 2nd prize a 
year ago. 

The contests for 1866 and 1868 were 
given last week, that of 1867 was evi- 
dently omitted, and the “annual spel- 
ling match,” as it is now called, held 
on Feb. 23, 1860, is thus reported, 
somewhat abridged.

Thaddeus Kennison, Theresa B. Chase 
and Georgianna Chase received prizes last 
year, Theresa was storm-proof, fire-proo 
and iron-clad, After a protracted trial, 
the attempt to spell her down was aban- 
doned as a hopeless undertaking. Lillie 
Bailey was the youngest prize-taker. She 
is a little, light-complexioned, pale-faced, 
thoughtful girl. It will be seen that six 
of the nine prizes went to the Osgood 
District. Mr. Draper at the close of the 
exercises expressed his gratification with 
the occasion. It will be noted that he 
gave three prizes more than were found 


in the programme. 


Only one more report. has been 
‘found; it was called the “sixth annual 
spelling match for the Draper prizes, 
and was held in the afternoon of Feb. 
4, 1870. The account is shortened. 


The audience present was large, com- 
pletely filling the hall and gallery. Dr. 
Frank Wells and Geo, H. Poor, Esq., of 
this town, and Gilbert E. Hood, Esq., were 
the judges.

petitors, 14 boys and 13 girls. Lillie 
Bailey, Osgood District, spelled 46 words 
without missing, and had the first prize, 
Hawthorne’s Spigy Library, 12 vols.

Frankie 
Holt, West Centre District, spelled 26 
words and received the third prize, an 
autograph album. : 

The 2nd class was for pupils under 12 
years of age. Competitors, 10 boys and 12 
girls, Thaddeus Kennison, Osgood Dis- 
trict spelled 49 words without missing and 
obtained the first prize, Chellis stories, 

vols, Grace A. Bancroft, Scotland Dis- 
trict, took the second prize, Our Dumb

Neighbors, and Lizzie E. McMillan, Vil- 
lage District, received the third prize, an 
autograph album, 

The 3rd class was for all scholars with- 
out regard to age, words from any part of 
the speller, Competitors, 14 boys and 17 
girls. First prize, Lindendale stories, 5 
vols,, to Georgianna Chase, Osgood Dis- 
trict. Second prize, portemonnaie, to 
Laura A, Ames, West Centre District. 
Third ' prize, Shakespeare, to Theresa 
Chase, Osgood District. 

In the last trial, open to all scholars, to 
spell miscellaneous words, there were for 
competitors 9 boys and a2 girls. The 
prize, a rosewood writing desk, was given 
to Georgianna Chase, Osgood District. 

It will be seen that the first prizes were 
taken by scholars from the -Osgood Dis- 
trict. In the distribution of prizes; it was 
suggested that Shakespeare might not be 
as appropriate’ for Miss Theresa as a 
beautiful writing desk which was offered 
her, but she chose the former, very much 
to the gratification of those overhearing 
the conversation, who thought her not only 
a superior speller, but possessed of other 
good mental qualities, In the last. class 
the word, as-sa-foet-i-da, swept off. the 
whole range of boys, and made fearful 
havoc among the girls. 

It is manifestly evident. that Mr. 
Draper's efforts have proved successful in 
exciting a very beneficial emulation in the 
matter of spelling. The aggregate of all 
his gifts for this object exceeds $200, 

It is interesting to notice that the 
effect of “assafoetida” on the scholars 
of 1870 was exceeded by the destruc- 
tive power of “alcohol” forty years 


later in 1910 as it swept so many of| 


our brave spellers off their feet. His- 
tory repeats itself in a most delight- 
ful manner: what Warren F. Draper, 
with characteristic modesty and gen- 
erosity did for the Andover school- 
children of that day—supplemented 
by his permanent Reading Fund for 
Abbot Academy and the Draper Dec- 
lamation Prizes for Phillips Académy, 


now in its forty-fourth year— Var-} 


num Lincoln is doing now by means 
of_hisfoundation of the Spelling 
Match for the permanent benefit of 
the public schools of Andover. 

I have a “School Ticket” for a 
“General Spelling Match, Town Hall, 
Andover, Tuesday, April 20th, at 7.30 
p.m.” As the year is not given, I have 
no idea when that took place. Inti- 
mations have been made from differ- 
ent sources that once on a time there 
lwas a famous spelling match between 
the students of Abbot Academy and 
the Theological Seminary, in which 
the latter were victorious, but with 
a gallantry equal to their scholarship 
they transferred the prize, said to be 
a piece of bronze, to the Abbot girls. 
Some earlier resident may bé able to 
supply the dates >of these two 
matches, especially that between the 
“theologues” and the “Fem. Sems.”

Perhaps one ought to give the honor 
of this achievement to where honor 
is due. When I observe the manner 
in which the superior sex is often 


turned out by masculine diplomas | 


upon the world with the lifelong need 
of a pocket dictionery or a spelling 
book, I cherish a respect for the 
method in which I was compelled to 
spell the English language. It was 
severe, no doubt. We stood in a class 
of forty, and lost our places for the 
misfit of a letter, a syllable, a defini- 
tion, or even a stumble in elocution. 


I remember once losing the head, of | 


the class for saying “I-u-u-x, lux.” 
It was a terrible blow, and I think 
of it yet with burning mortification 
on my cheek.”

match held about thirty of thirty-five 
years ago between the Theological 
Seminary and Abbot Academy.

PSALM XV

WRITTEN FOR THE TOWNSMAN 


Read for reference Psalm 24, 
Psalm 5:5-7, Psalm ror, and Is. 33: 
14-17, Micah 6:8. as 

This is a didactic or descriptive 
Psalm, pointing out the qualifications 
for citizens of Zion, or as we should 
now say, of the Kingdom of God. 

Its resemblance to Psalm XXIV, 
and the fitness of both for the occa- 
sion, incline us to believe that both 
were composed with reference to the 
removal of the Ark from the house 
of Obed Edom, to the tabernacle pre- 
pared for it by David on Mount Zion. 
I Sam, 6:12, 13 and 17-19. 

Analysis 

The Psalm represents three parts, 
Verse 1, A question, Who shall dwell 
in Thy tabernacle?; The last verse 
which declares the security of those 
who have fulfilled the conditions; He 
that doeth these things shall never 
be moved, and the intervening verses 
pointing out the conditions, these fall; 
into two pentads of five personal and 
five social characteristics, which may 
be stated as follows: _ 

1 He that walketh uprightly. hd 
never stoops to anything unworthy 
of the household of God. 

2 He that worketh righteousness. 
Acts 10:35. In every nation he that 
feareth God and worketh righteous- 
ness is accepted of Him. I John 3:7 


He that doeth righteousness is 
righteous. The only perfectly right- 
eous man was always about his 


Father’s business. I must work the 
works of Him that sent me. ; 

3 He that speaks the truth in his 
heart. Jesus said, 1 am the truth, 
No other can say that as he said it, 
but we may aspire to‘be true in walk 
and work and word, solid in truthful- 
ness. ; 

4 He is true in his estimates and 
treatment of men. vile person, 
though clad in royal robes, or rolling | 
in riches, is abhorred, but He honors 
Him who fears the “Lord, however 
abject his circumstances, however in- 
convenient or perilous it might be to 
own such a one as a friend. 

5 He keeps his promises at what- 
ever cost. Nothing is more precious 
to Him than integrity. 

“His words are bonds, His oaths are 
oracles. 

His love sincere, His thoughts im- 

maculate, 
His tears pure messengers sent from 
His heart; 

His heart as far from fraud as 

heaven from earth.” 

Such is God’s guest, or such he 
longs to be in his personal character. 

His social traits, these present the 
negative side, showing what he is by 
what he does not do. 1 

1 He. slandereth not with his 
tongue. See James 3:6-10. If a man 
offend not in word he is able also to 
bridle the whole body. 

2 He doeth no ill to his neighbor. 
He shrinks from his neighbor’s hurt 
as from his own. In his bargains he 
looks not only to his own, but to his 
neighbor’s good.

3 He taketh not up a feproach 
against his neighbor. He not only 
will not utter slander, he will not hear 
it. His ears are as clean as his 
tongue. 

4 He putteth not out his money to 
usury. He will not help to make a 
“corner” in cotton or raise the price 
of provisions for his own profit. 

5 He cannot be bribed. (We need 
no longer to refer to oriental. bribery. 
We can see it at home.) 

The Psalms are full of this thought 
of being a guest of God. It is the 
constant theme of the Old Testa- 
ment. In the New Testament God 
offers to become our guest. Behold, 
I stand at the door and knock, and 
if any man will hear my voice and 
will open the door I will come in and 
sup with him, and he with Me, 

Notice the contrast between. this 
and the previous Psalm. There we 
behold a world lying in wickedness; 
here a dweller in that world clothed 
in the beauty of holiness; and ask 
who can bring a clean thing out of 
the unclean? The answer is found 
in the Old Testament, I will sprinkle 
clean water upon you and ye shall be 
clean; from all your. filthiness, and 
from all your idols will I cleanse you. 
A new heart will I give you and a new 
spirit will I put within you, and I will 
take away. the stony heart out of your 
flesh, and I will give you a heart of 
flesh. 

The New Testament is more brief 
and more explicit. “Christ in you, the 
hope of glory.” If any man be in 
Christ he is a new creature, Old 
things have passed away, behold all 
things have become new. 

Christian faith differs from all others 
in identifying religion and righteous- 
ness. The Pharisees and all false 
forms of worship claim that one can 
be religious without being good. 

At the call from the Mosque, the 
Moslem ‘will interrupt a scheme of 
iniquity to repeat his prayers, and 
there are so-called Christians whose 
religion and morals are not much 
more alike.
